A FRIGHTFUL EXPLOSION. 


Fifteen lien Killed by Dynamite at Spo- 


kane Fall*. 


SPOKANE FALLS, \Vash., Sept. 
8.—The 


dreadful explosion of dj'namite at the 
Northern Pacific yards Saturday night 
was the all-engrossing topic of conversa- 
tion in the city Sunday. Curiosity led 
hundreds to visit the scene of the acci- 
dent. Although a largi' force worked 
until all the ruck dislodged by the prema- 
tnre blast was removed, no more bodies 
were found. The number of dead found 
was fourteen. In addition to these, one 
man died from the effects of bis injuries. 
It is reported that two others who were 
badly injure! have die I ut their homes. 
Many of these injured were so badly hurt 
that recovery is almost impossible. Gen- 
enral Foreman Charles Bolt states that 
forty-two men were m the gang, and of 
that number flfteen are de-id, eight are in 
the hospital, and it has so far been impos- 
sible to determine ', he whereabouts of the 
other nineteen men. Of those many are 
supposed to be hurt. Until roll call the 
number of missing cannot be determined.

pounds of giant powder in the blast, 
which caused the accident. The man in 
charge of the blast and'bisthree assistants 
were blown to atoms. It is tbe custom to 
prepare the blasts and charge them at 
the hours of 12 noon and C o'clock, after 
the men have left 
work and gone to 


places of safety. 
In this case, however, it 


ftaetns that one blast had been prepared 
and Foreman C McPhersou was prepar- 
ing a second. The men had all finished 
work and were putting on their coats and 
picking up their lunch-pails ready to go 
to their homes when they met a horrible 
and unexpected death. Either the rock 
was too hot from the action of drills, or 
else taujping exploded the second blast 
and that exploded the first. 


A Terrible Scene. 


The man who was tamping paid the 


penalty toith his life. 
The man who 


stood besi..e the man who was tumping 
escaped with slight bruises, although 50,- 
000 cubic feet of rock were hurled hun- 
dreds of feet iu every direction. Another 
man who was near the deadly blast and 
who was supposed to be dead was seen 
mhortly 
after the explosion in a half 


crazed condition, walking around with 
his clothing torn to nhreds. Over 100 men 
were at work in the adjoining cuts and at 
once were on the scene of the accident 
and began with pick and shovel to bunt 
for the bur,i-J bndiex 
From all over the 


huge mass of ujiljt-.ived rock groans and 
shrieks issued, and the air was filled with 
horrible noises and 
the appeals of the 


wounded mid dying. A short half hour 
and all was still except for the working- 
men, who worked late into the uight re- 
moving dead t»odies. 


Accident at a Funeral. 


BALTIMORE. Sept. 8.—A sensation in 


the Pikesvi'le Baptist church Sunday was 
caused by a section of tbe floor giving 
way while the funeral of Mrs. Sarah E. 
Dorsey was in progress. A daughter of 
the dead woman, the undertaker, and two 
pall-bearer.< were precipitated into the 
cellar. The other p.-.ll-bearers prevented 
the coffin from goi-ig entirely down, al- 
though it was 'ipi"-'l almost on end. 
Many persons, thinking that the entire 
church visa about to fa.I down, rushed for 
the doors. The c!erg>mm managed to 
quiet the crowd after wiii'jh the coffin and 
those in the cellar were txtricated from 
the timbers.

A PLUG UGLY MAYOR 


The Notorious Gleason Again 


to the Front. 


BRU1 AL ASSUALT ON A PRESS MAN. 


The Mayor of Long Island City Amnsei 


Himself by Knocking a Man Down 
and Kicking Him In the Face—Alleged 
Train Wreckers Arrested—A Milwau- 
kee Man Shoots His Wife and Mothcr- 
ln-Law—Otlier Crimea. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 8.—Mayor Gleasou, 


of Long Island city, committed an un- 
provoked and brutal assault upon George 
A. Crowley, the Long Island representa- 
tive of the 
Associated Press, 
Sunday 


Mr. Crowley stood talking with a number 
of prominent gentlemen in Miller's Long 
Island City hotel, when the mayor en- 
tered, and seeina; Crowley, 
exclaimed: 


"You are a loafer and a thief." Mr. 
Crowley resented the, accusation, where- 
upon Gleason struck a savage blow in the 
face, knocking him down. The mayor 
in his fury kicked the prostrate Crowley 
several times in the face, splitting his 
lips, smashing his nose and knocking out 
several teeth. 


Another Brutal Assault. 


Gleason was finally dragged away and 


Crowley was taken into the restaurant 
where the blood was washed from his 
face. In the melee Crowley, who is near- 
sighted, lost his glasses and returned to 
find them. As he entered the bar-room 
Gleason again rushed at him and knocked 
him down. The mayor was finally in- 
duced to desist and Mr. Crowley want out 
in search of a warrant for Gleusou's ar- 
rest, but could find no magistrate at 
home. Mr. Crowley intends to take steps 
to have the mayor indicted. 


RUN DOWN BY DETECTIVES.

A Rosy llcport of Progress Made by En- 


t^laec-r M»-aocal. 


WASHINGTON CITY, S-pt. It.—A. J. Meno- 


cal and several other uentlemen of the en- 
gineering start of the Nicaragua canal 
construction corps huvj just reached this 
city from Grc.yton, on a short leave of ab- 
sence. They report commendable prog- 
ress already on the great engineering pro- 
cess. Several million dollars have already 
been spent and the active work of canal 
construction is now well tinder way; and 
so well started and under such favorable 
financial auspices that tho NUCC-JSS ot the 
scheme, they say, is asmiral The Nicara- 
gua company bus leceutly purchased the 
plant of Hie American Drc,l;;i;ig com- 
pany, which had been doing the wark on 
the abandoned Panama canal. 


Have Made a Good Ki'xhtoliig. 


The dredtces are now beiug delivered at 


Greytown, and the Nicaragua company 
,vill operate them itsalf, instead of letting 
contracts for suc!i of the work as these 
dredges are adapted to. Already the pier

underway. At. (jie^ent. about, 1,800 men 
and a corps of eiijhty officers or engineers 
are on the ground and afc work.

A VERY SMALL TRICK. 


Several days ago the Southern demo- 


cratic Senators came to the assistance of 
republicans from the Northwest and put 
binding twine on the free list. Then the 
Southern men wanted to put cotton bag- 
ging on the free list

in which tie cotton crop is wrapped. Cot- 
ton bagging is controlled "by a trust, just as 
was the case with binding twine. 
The 


Southern fanner must have it, and he must 
pay trust prices for it, just as did our farm- 
ers for their twine. 


The cotton bagging and binding twine 


cises were exactly alike.. 
The Southern 


Senators put twine on the free list, and 
every farmer in the Northwest is thankful 
for the action. 
But when the Southern 


men asked those from the Northwest to 
turn about and help put cotton bagging on 
the free list they met with a blank refusal. 


It seems there was a great deal of mighty 


small meanness in this refusal. 
One good 


turn certainly deserves another. 
When 


the Southern Senators voted to put twine 
on the free list it was not to help their 
own constituents. The votes were given 
f>rthe purpose ot assisting Northwestern 
Senators to secure cheaper twine for the 
f irmers who raise wheat 
These Senators 


of the Northwest were very willing to take 
the votes, but they were entirely unwilling 
to respond in kind when it came to helping 
out a Southern farmer. 


Our Senators will come home and point 


the farmer to the fact that they procured 
free twine for him. When the demands In 
their own bailiwicks are satisfied they will 
consider that they have easy sailing. Well, 
the man who has the least respect for fair 
play hopes they will not 


A friendly feeling among all the fanners 


of the country is growing up. Our farmers 
wanted free twine. 
They will recognize 


the fact that the votes of Southerners gave 
it to them. The Southern farmer wanted 
free cotton bagging; and the farmer here, 
having had experience in an exactly parallel 
case, knows that the Southern man deserves 
what he asked. 
It may be that the North- 


western farmer has in him a little finer 
sense of obligation thtn the Senator from 
the same part of the country. 
It is pretty 


certain that our farmers were willing to 
give the Southerner free cotton bagging in 
exchange for free twine. 
When our Seua- 


tors repaid the good act of the Southerners 
with petty and spiteful mnanness, they mis- 
represented the people who live here. This 
misrepresentation should 
count against 


those Senators when they ask a re-election.

In the botanical department of Cornell 


university there have recently been 
made some very curious experiments in 
the cultivation of plants under electric 
light. A number of flowers and vege- 
tables have been placed where the rays 
of powerful electric lamps fall upon 
them night and day, and their growth is 
compared with that of others of their 
own species planted at the same time 
and under similar conditions except in 
the matter of light. 


The fust and most noticeable effect of 


this treatment is an enormously increased 
rate of growth. The plants which are 
lighted seem to work day and night, and 
to become especially luxuriant in foliage. 


The vegetables shoot forward with 


great quickness, peas, for instance, which 
become in a few weeks two or three 
times as tall as their brethren living by 
common daylight; Hud the same thing is 
true of all the plants. 


When it came to seeds or fruit of any 


sort, the matter was entirely different. 
Here the plants which had grown blowly 
and by daylight were ahead. It is true 
that the pea which grew by electric light 
came to bearing much sooner than the 
other, but its hastily made pods had very 
few peas, often only one. and those of an 
inferior quality. 


In every instance the reproductive 


powers of the plant seemed to have been 
most strongly affected, being sacrificed to 
mere foliage and rapidity of increase in 
general size.—Youth's Companion.

Dy&peptics Tuke Note.

Estimate as nearly a-, you can 
the actual needs of the system, and limit 
the quantity of food to them, remember- 
ing that one grows weak if he nuts too 
much. 
Eat slowly and masticate all 
food even longer and muio thoroughly 
than a hoalthy person careful ot his di- 
gestion would do. Quite dry foods, as a 
rule, are best suited to dyspeptics, who 
should-drink sparingly with their menls 
Some can take ice water in very small 
quantities without being disturbed by 
it, but generally it retards digestion 
And the same is true of all culil drinks. 


Warm ones suit most dyspeptics best, 


and a very little weak tea, if properly 
made, is not at all likely to do any harm. 
The food should be neither very hot nor 
very cold. Properly, it should be about 
"blood warm." Every one knows from 
experience just what 
foods distress 


them, and what are well borne; of course, 
the former should be excluded from the 
diet.—Boston Herald.
